XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of January 
February, and March, 


January.—The Kimberley was noted for a very weak rainfall during the month, and had 
it not been for the over-average falls in December, this portion of the State would be in a 
serious position. The shortage was ‘due to the paths of the Koepang rainstorms taking, in the 
majority of instances, a south-easterly course to the Northern Territory, where some splendid 
rains had fallen. Deficiencies were also noted through other portions of the pastoral country, 
but here the position, as in the case of the Kimberley, had been greatly relieved by the 
generous downpours during December. These rains had, unfortunately, missed the North-West 
coastal districts and here the shortage was most acute. Throughout the East Gascoyne and 
Goldfields light rains were received, which, following on the December falls, will no doubt 
have proved valuable. In the agricultural districts the harvest was considerably delayed 
by the rain of the 7th, 15th and 16th, while at some of the southern agricultural centres 
severe Josses to crops were reported from hail on the 7th and 15th. On the other hand, not 
only did the rain fill water catchments, but it was of great value to the fruit and dairying 
districts. 


The month as a whole was noted for a succession of cool changes intermixed with short 
heat spells. The severest of these occurred at the end of the month when Perth registered 
102.6 deg. on the 30th, but this was cast in the shade by Geraldton registering 110 deg. on 
the 28th and 105 deg. on the 29th. Inland some high readings were also experienced, the heat 
spells being longer and more severe than on the coast. 
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February.—The Kimberley, of all the divisions in the State, receives practically all its 
ranifall during the summer months, and February is one of the months which usually shows 
the largest gaugings. This February the falls have been very weak and the table of figures 
given below indicates how the division has fared during this summer:—

There have been lower registrations in previous years to the end of December, or possibly 
January, but it has usually happened before, that heavy rains have fallen in either January 
or February. This year, excluding an excess in December, the other four months have shown 
decided defects. Lower figures for the October-February period were experienced in Derby 
and Broome during the 1924-1925 seasons, while the 1899-1900 season was also low, partic- 
ularly in the West Kimberley. 


Occasional scattered rains were noted throughout the remainder of the State, but the 
totals for the month, except in a few instances, were below the average. The want of rain 
during this month must have been severely felt on the North-West coast, as this section 
missed the heavy December rains which benefited other sections of the pastoral country. 


The month will long be remembered for the record heat wave which on the coast extended 
from the 3rd to the 11th, and during this period from Geraldton to Albany record maxima 
and minima temperatures were registered. In Perth there were 13 days with maxima over 
90 deg. and seven over 100 deg., while the mean daily maximum for the month was 90.3 deg. 
There have been higher monthly mean maxima, the highest being 92.7 deg. for Feb- 
ruary, 1921, when there were 17 days during which the thermometer exceeded 90 deg. and five 
when it passed the hundred mark. Perth’s temperatures on the 7th and 8th of 111.7 deg. 
and 112.2 deg., respectively, have never been exceeded, while Guildford’s readings also were 
records. In the dairying and fruit-growing districts record temperatures were reported, 
while thoughout the agricultural disticts, Goldfields and Gascoyne the heat was very severe, 
records being exceeded here and there. The highest registration was 117 deg., recorded 
at Southern Cross on the 11th, followed by 116 deg. at Kellerberrin and 115 deg. at Cue, Ger- 
aldton, Walebing, and Bridgetown. As a result of the heat extensive damage was caused in 
the orchards, especially to the vines and apples, while the potato crops also suffered heavily. 
Widespread bush fires were raging during the month and settlers suffered severe losses through 
the burning of fodder crops, haystacks, and fences, while poultry and sheep were destroyed. 


March.—The distribution of rainfall during the month was connected with the movements 
of three depressions. The first two were tropical, while the third was one of southern origin. 
A northern depression was noted off the North-West coast, centred well out to sea, during the 
last days of February and rains were reported here and there during the first two days of 
March. On the 3rd heavy rains commenced and continued till the 10th. The falls were 
particularly heavy on the Gascoyne and extended to the Tropies and also to the Goldfields 
and agricultural districts. A slight easing off was noticeable on the 10th, but another almost 
general rainfall was experienced on the 14th and 15th, while on the 27th and 28th the south- 
ern depression brought further rains to coastal and agricultural districts extending to the 
Goldfields and Gascoyne. 


Although the West Kimberley and northern sections of the East Kimberley showed ex- 
cesses at the end of the month, yet in view of the serious shortage of rainfall during Jan- 
uary and February, further rains are necessary to ensure a satisfactory season. Hall’s 
Creek is the only reporting station to exhibit a shortage this month and, no doubt, this de- 
ficiency extends over a large area. Excesses were shown in the DeGrey and North-West, 
but here again further rains are needed, particularly on the coast, where dry conditions had 
previously existed for some months. Throughout the Gascoyne and Upper Murchison the 
season is assured, as the heaviest rains for some years were recorded, gaugings of 10 inches 
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and upwards being registered over a large area. These rains penetrated to the Leonora 
district, but through the Southern Murchison and the pastoral districts of the Coolgardie 
Goldfields the falls were by no means so heavy, and here again additional rains are needed. 
In the agricultural districts the rains were welcome in filling water catchments which had 
become very low, while in the fruit and dairying country the falls would have been beneficial 
both to the fruit and the late summer crops. — 


There were no outstanding features regarding temperatures, the usual warm day readings 
expected in March were noted. At the end of the month, however, the southern depression 
previously referred to was responsible for low day and night temperatures, while very rough 
weather was encountered across the Bight.
